ACCESS  AND  INSPECTION  OF  RECORDS  AND  PRQPEHTY, 

Each  dealer,  exhibitor,  operalor  ol  an  auction  sale,  intermediate  handler,  and  carrier  shall  lumish  to  any  APHIS 
oFlicial  any  information  concerning  Ihe  business  oF  Ihe  dealer,  exhibrlor,  operafor  el  an  auction  sale,  intermediate 
handler  or  carrier  which  the  APHIS  official  may  request  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  oF  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  Ihe  regulations  and  Ihre  standards  in  this  subnhapfor.  The  information  shell  be  lumished  wilhim  a reasonable  time 
and  as  may  be  specIHed  in  the  request  lor  information. 

Every  dealer  other  than  operators  of  auction  sales  and  brokers  to  whom  animals  ara  consigned,  and  exhibitor  shall 
make  keep,  and  maintain  records  or  form®  which  fully  and  correctly  disclose  the  Follow  ng  information  concern  ng 
animals  ether  than  dogs  and  cats,  purchased  Dr  otherwise  acquired,  owned,  held.,  leased,  or  Otherwise  in  his  « her 
possession  or  under  his  or  her  control,  or  which  is  transported,  sold,  eulhanized,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  lhal 
dealer  or  exhibitor.  The  records  shall  include  any  oltspring  born  ol  any  animal  while  in  his  or  her  possession  or  under 
his  or  her  control.

The  licensee  cannot  readily  Furnish  the  invenlqry  ct  all  regulated  animals  at  Ihe  lacilily-  The  license  did  furnish 
acquisition  records  For  the  recent  acquisitions  {within  the  past  year),  but  could  not  provide  the  acquisition  records  for 
all  Ihe  animal®  at  Ihe  Facility. 

These  records  (which  shall  include  all  oF  the  above  information)  shall  be  made  readily  available  tor  review  by  any 
APHIS  inspector  and  shall  include  all  regulated  animals  at  ihe  lacilily,  and  not  just  the  one®  that  ware  recently 
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acquired  cr  disposed  of- 

These  records  can  be  maintained  in  any  format  as  long  as  the  required  information  is  available  A copy  of  Ihe 
inventory  n-1  animals  torrn  was  given  "o  Ibe  licensee  tor  his  use  if  so  desired-

FACILITIES,  GENERAL 

The  facility  must  be  constructed  of  such  material  and  ol  such  strength  as  appreciate  tor  the  animals  involved  The 
indoor  arid  outdoor  housing  facilities  shall  be  Slfudu rally  sound  and  shall  be  maintained  in  good  repair  to  proleot  Ihe 
animals  from  injury  and  to  contain  the  animals 

The  wood  resting  surfaces  in  the  4 cougar  enclosure  and  the  3-lton  enclosure  are  excessively  spfinlered  A wire  tie 
that  is  used  to  fasten  a poriion  of  Ibe  chain  link  to  Ihe  support  pole  in  the  bear  enclosure  has  broken.  The  portion  oF 
Ihe  chum  link  in  the  4 cougar  (on  ihe  right  side]  enclosure,  a support  pole  in  Yogi's  (tiger)  enclosure,  a portion  of  ihe 
chain  link  in  Jelfery's/Tara'a  (leopards),  and  a portion  of  the  chain  link  in  Nalasha's  (tiger)  enclosure  have  advance 
pitted  Making  rust  which  has  advanced  Id  mare  than  sudaCs  met.  The  structural  strength  in  these  local  inns  is 
compromised. 

The  chain  l nk  mesh  is  broken  in  one  area  of  the  3*lion  enclosure,  and  a metal  horizontal  support  for  the  elevated 
resling  surface  in  Sparkles  (blk  leopard}  enclosure  has  completed  deteriorated-  Those  areas  are  no  longer 
slruclu  rally  sound. 

These  areas  are  bal  in  good  repair,  and  in  its  present  condition  the  structural  integrity  is  not  appropriate  for  the 
animals  involved.  The  spimlered  wood  poses  in  risk  of  injury  to  the  animals

FACILITIES,  OUTDOOR. 

The  perimeter  fence  must  be  consisted  so  that  it  protects  the  animals  in  the  facility  by  restricting  animals  and 
unauthorized  persons  from  going  ihrough  il  oi  under  il  and  having  contact  with  the  animals  in  the  ladliiy,  end  so  lhal 
it  can  lunction  as  a secondary  containment  system  lor  the  animals  in  the  Facility. 

The  portion  ol  the  perimeter  Fence  that  is  located  on  the  east  side  ol  the  facility  (near  the  bear  enclosure)  has  several 
broken  metal  Fasteners.  These  fasteners  are  used  to  secure  the  chain  link  fence  to  the  supped  poles.  In  the  present 
condition  Ibis  area  of  the  perimeter  lance  is  not  sturdy,  can  easily  be  pulled  downwards,  and  cannot  adequately  be 
expected  to  restrict  unauthorized  persons  from  entering  ihe  Facility. 

This  area  of  the  perimeter  Fence  shall  be  repaifodrrefa  stoned  so  that  it  is  sturdy  and  prevenls  unauthonzed  persons 
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from  entering  the  facility-
